The academy ‘‘pulled the 
plug,”’ or opened the dam at Rab- 
bit Pond Friday as part of a plan 
to improve the campus pond. 

But after pulling the plug, so to 
speak, vacation periods followed 
and there was apparently nobody 
left to clean up the dead fish, 
muck and silt which followed. 

The result, until some town 
assistance was afforded 


Tuesday: 

A lot of muddy kids reporting 
home, with quantities of dead 
fish, 

A stench that unplugged many 
a stubborn sinus passage. 

The project has been planned 
for some time by the academy. 
Purpose of draining Rabbit pond 
was to remove the silt and much 
from the bottom and, in general, 
perk up the area, making it 
ecologically sound and suitable 
for some recreation use. 

The draining of the pond had 
been proceeding slowly through

siphoning efforts until last 
weekend when the project was 
accelerated by opening the dam 
which leads to the town’s famed 
Rogers Brook. 

The brook, now piped from 
about the playstead to the 
Shawsheen River, still has open 
portions at the upper end, or to be 
exact at the Rabbit pond area. 

Once the pond level dropped so 
did everything that had been 
either living or not in the body of 
water for many years.

Supt. of Schools Kenneth R. 
Seifert reports that the ad- 
ministration and school com- 
mittee will be working in this 
direction along with speculating 
the financial needs of the depart- 
ment over the five years. 

These are among the goals of 
the superintendent as he 
prepares for another school year, 
his fifth as head of the town’s 
educational system. 

The school committee is 
scheduled to meet tonight 
(Thursday) with plans for open- 
ing of school among the topics on 
the agenda. 

Increased enrollment, an an- 
nual event, faces the school 
department with an anticipated 
200 additional pupils now 
forecast. Last year’s enrollment 
was about 6,400. 

The definite increase will not 
be determined until the last week 
of the month when all new 
registrations will be tabulated to 
give a more detailed accounting 
of the student population. 

As for school space, the ad- 
ministration is anticipating that 
all buildings will be ready for oc- 
cupancy opening day.

Shawsheen and Doherty schools 
has been moving along well. 
Carpeting is expected to be plac- 
ed within the next couple of 
weeks, and the superintendent 
feels that if this presents any 
problems, ‘‘we can probably 
work around it.”’ 

Noting the sale of surplus desks 
and chairs scheduled for late 
next week, Seifert emphasized 
‘‘we better be ready to move in,”’ 
to the newly refurbished elemen- 
tary schools. 

A third elementary school has 
also had major work on it this 
summer, but is expected to be 
ready. The newest elementary 
building, Bancroft, has had a 
sprinkler system installed this 
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summer. 

The building is of wood con- 
struction and the town was com- 
pelled to pay a higher insurance 
premium. Town meeting in 
March approved the sprinkler 
system installation to reduce the 
insurance costs. 

The work has been slow, but 
expected to be completed by 
opening day. ° 

As for the future, Supt. Seifert 
feels it is time for the school 
department to view its future. 

First on the agenda will be 
roughing out the financial needs 
of the department over that 
period then establishing 
priorities. 

Seifert said he would like to see 
the matter discussed with heads 
of other town departments, 
either formally or in informal 
discussions, in a further effort to 
establish priorities and let the 
people of Andover know what can 
be expected. 

Among the considerations will 
be the question of whether ad- 
ditional buildings will be re- 
quired. 

At the moment the incoming 
enrollment will put a strain on 
existing space, particularly at 
the secondary school level. 

But rather than simply saying, 
we need a shvedis*tffat the 
overall picture must be examin- 
ed to include answers to such 
questions as what kind of a 
building is needed and in what 
time frame. 

This will include studies of 
where the major growth is ex- 
pected to be within a certain 
period of time. 

At the moment, and as was 
predicted a few years ago the 
problem seems to lie at the 
secondary level. 

Secondary school plans were 
contemplated in a town meeting 
warrant a year or so ago, but 
withdrawn before coming to the 
floor for consideration in order to 
provide more time for assess- 
ment of needs. 

The school department has no 
plans to come before the October 
town meeting seeking funds for 
building or planning projects. 

Initiation of their five year 
evaluation in September, 
however, could produce some 
capital program on which the 
voters may ponder in 1974 and en- 
suing years. :

Family 
Participation 


Is Urged

The concept of Community 
Schools comes to us with a 
philosophy that mandates certain 


things. When Andover adopted’ 


the Community Schools concept, 
it meant that this department 
offered activities in the Andover 
schools on a neighborhood basis, 
using school districts to define 
neighborhoods. It meant that we 
would operate in areas of 
academics and social services as 
well as recreation. Beyond those 
constants, the Community School 
concept has enormous latitude in 
which to define itself according 
to the construction of an in- 
dividual community. 

In terms of defining Communi- 
ty Schools in Andover, one of the 
things we have set as a priority is 
family activities. We made a 
small start during our winter 
schedule last year with Family 
Gym nights and Doll Dress Mak- 
ing, a course designed for 
mother-daughter _ participation. 
Both were moderately well 
attended. During this summer’s 
program we ran weekly family 
movies, a great success and we 
encouraged mothers of children 
enrolled in our playground 
program to involve themselves in 
any manner that appealed to 
them. This worked very well ina 
number of ways. Our 
Needlework Instructor reported 
that several mothers assisted her 
with her classes on the 
playgrounds and a couple took 
the knitting and crocheting in- 
struction right along with their 
daughters. We had many 


mothers accompany their 
children on our organized field 
trips. This had obvious advan- 
tages to us in terms of supervi- 
sion as well as providing the 
means of shared experience that 
might not otherwise been 
available to these mothers and 
children. 

We would like to incorporate 
other areas of family participa- 
tion in our program. An obvious 
area for father-son involvement 
is the open shop and woodwork- 
ing facilities that we open to the 
public. We'd like suggestions for 
more of these family activities. 

Another manner of ap- 
proaching family participation 
that we’ve considered is to run 
concurrent activities appealing 
to a variety of ages. For exam- 
ple, if mother could take weav- 
ing, father physical fitness, an 
older child pottery and a younger 
one tennis or doll dress making, 
all scheduled in the same time 
block, would this appeal to a 
significant number of families? 
It could provide a family night 
out, with the opportunity to pur- 
sue individual interests at a 
minimal cost. 

I would very much like to hear 
a response to these ideas. 

As I write this, we are about to 
enter our last week of our 
summer Interest Enrichment 
playground program. We’ve had 
a very good time with it and 
we’ve been pleased with it’s 
acceptance. Now begins our time 
of analysis and evaluation. Next 
week I hope to share the results 
of our evaluation.

Increased 
Sales At 
Valle’s 


Valle’s Steak House has 
reported higher sales and reduc- 
ed earnings for its first quarter 
ending June 30, 1973. Sales and 
Revenues for the period were $9,- 
325,608, up from $8,379,373 for the 
same period last year. Net ear- 
nings were $439,554, compared 
with last year’s $595,526, which 
included $63,601 from the gain on 
sales of real estate. On a per 
share basis, net earnings were 22 
cents compared with last year’s 
29 cents, which included 3 cents 
from the real estate sales gain. 
The earnings per share for both 
quarters reflect the additional 
shares issued resulting from a 
ten percent stock dividend paid 
August 10, 1973. 


Richard D. Valle, president, 
attributed the sales increase to 
two factors: ‘“‘First, we had an 
additional unit open for the full 
quarter this year. Second, sales 
at our established units showed 
modest increases.’ Mr. Valle 
added, 
Washington, D. C. area unit con- 
tinue to exceed our most op- 
timistic projections. The success 
of this unit confirms, we believe, 
our decision to expand into the 
South.” 

Mr. Valle indicated that the 
decrease in profit margins was 
due primarily to increased food 
costs. ‘‘It was impossible to 
maintain our margins during the 
quarter when foot costs in- 
creased almost daily. We have 
instituted menu price increases 
where permitted, and we will 
consider additional increases in 
the future.’’ Mr. Valle cautioned 
that estimates of fiscal year 
results should not be based on the 
performance of any one quarter. 
“Tt is obvious that the times

ahead will not be easy for the 


restaurant industry. During the 
next few months, we will be re- 
quired to use all management 
resources and expertise 
available to us.

Mr. Valle reported that the 
Company has been able to secure 
sufficient quantities of food 
supplies. ‘‘Beef has been in ex- 
tremely short supply, but to date 
we have been able to obtain suf- 
ficient supplies to fill our needs. 
The short supply of beef does 
point up the value of having a 
broad-based menu of meat and 
seafood. Regardless of the beef 
supply, ‘we are always able to 
offer our customers a wide varie- 
ty of menu items.” 

He also reported that the Com- 
pany had opened its 18th 
restaurant. The unit is located in 
Atlanta, Georgia near the Atlan- 
ta International Airport and 
Atlanta Stadium. The 800-seat 
unit is the fifth Valle restaurant 
to be located adjacent to a motel.

sumer durable spending. These 
influences will be offset to some 
extent by an increased business 
investment and an improvement 
in the trade balance. 

According to Dr. James M. 
Howell, vice president and chief 
economist, the gross national 
product should increase 10.8 per 
cent in 1973 and 7.1 per cent in 
1974. These increases are con- 
tingent upon the real growth 
component of the GNP in- 
creasing by 6.1 per cent in 1973 
and a 3.0 per cent increase in out- 
put in 1974 over 1973. Overall in- 
flation - - the measure of price in- 
creases in all kinds of economic 
activity, not merely the price the 
consumer pays in the 
marketplace - - may be expected 
to show an increase of 4.5 per 
cent in 1973 and a smaller in- 
crease, 3.9 per cent, in 1974. 


The Forecast projects that the 
strength in the economy this year 
will shift from consumption to in- 
vestment spending. The increase 
in real spending on plant and 
equipment in 1974 is expected to 
remain at a high rate. Moreover, 
there will be additional demands 
for power plants, pollution con- 
trel equipment, and refinery 
capacity. 

Dampening factors in the out- 
look for business capital spen- 
ding for next year are the sharp 
slowdown in growth of corporate 
cash flow and tight credit in the 
near term. But, these forces will 
not choke off the surge of capital 
spending. 

The influence of the ad- 
ministration’s multi-phased con- 
trol program makes it difficult to 
project the pace of inflation on a 


quarter-to-quarter basis. It can

be estimated, however, that dur- 
ing the current quarter the pace 
of inflation will ease very little 
despite the 60-day freeze, Under 
Phase IV, the very sharp rise in 
food prices in August and 
September will swamp the con- 
trols restraint on prices of beef 
and non-food items. 

Looking ahead to 1974 it is an- 
ticipated that the controls 
program will fade out early in 
the year with a resulting upsurge 
in prices of manufactured goods. 
However, the easing of demand 
pressures as the growth rate 
winds down to the 2 to 3 per cent 
range should result in some slow- 
down in the pace of inflation over 
the rest of the year. 

The inflation outlook could be 
altered by oversized settlements 
in autos next month and especial- 
ly steel in June, 1974, which 
might trigger a round of cost- 
push. inflation despite the 
economic slowdown. ‘‘Should 
labor negotiations break out of 
the current settlement zone of 
about 7 to 8 percent,” Howell 
stated, ‘‘there would likely 
develop a serious inflation 
problem in the second half of 
1974.” 

The timing and degree of slow- 
down in the economy hold the key 
to a possible turnaround in the 
trend of interest rates. As the 
economy slows in the second half 
of 1973, short-term credit 
demands should ease. Hence, a 
peak in most short-term rates 
could well occur in the fourth 
quarter of 1973. Moreover, it is 
unusual for short-term rates to 
turn without a corresponding 
change in long-term yields. 
Hence, iong-term rates are pro- 
jected to begin their decline in 
early 1974. 

There will be virtually no 
change in real Federal Govern- 
ment spending over the next few 
quarters. The revised fiscal 1974 
budget represents a significant 
shift from deficit financing to an 
approximately balanced budget. 
The decision on the part of the 
administration not to boost taxes 
and to opt instead for spending 
restraint in fiscal 1974 is com- 
mendable.

Exploring 
A Park Off 


Portsmouth 


By Wayne Hanley 

As one approaches Odiorne 
Point on Route 1A just south of 
Portsmouth, N.H., the first im- 
pression is anything but en- 
couraging. 

Here perched on the rim of a 
rocky headland are a few aban- 
doned military buildings cut off 
from the public by a forbidding 
chain-link fence. There obviously 
is little land and since one cannot 
appreciate the headland view 
from the road, there seems little 
to recommend the place. 

One hardly would suspect that 
this summer Odiorne Point 
became one of the newest and 
more successful state parks in 
New England. While the place 
itself has more merit than an 
early impression might suggest, 
the success of the park stems 
mainly from volunteer citizen ef- 
fort which has produced an inter- 
pretive program that has few 
equals. 

Indeed, if one buys the hefty 
ring-bound volume entitled 
“Odiorne Point State Park: 
Natural Science and Historical 
Studies’’ ($3.25), he can leave 
with a better understanding of 
this 137-acre state park than one 
can obtain at Yellowstone 
National Park! Know it, in fact, 
better than one’s own backyard. 

In World War II Odiorne Point 
served as a coastal artillery 
emplacement protecting 
Portsmouth Harbor, which ac- 
counts for its present 
appearance. But Odiorne Point’s 
history goes back farther than 
that. In fact, David Thomson 
settled there in 1623 and the Point 
became the first documented 
settlement of New Hampshire. In 
1660, John Odiorne purchased the 

land and it was occupied by his 
descendents until 1942 when the 
Army bought it. 

This summer, Odiorne Point 
Park has had two interpretive 
naturalists on duty to explain its 


. féaluires. They are Susan Hardy 


of Newmarket, N.H., and Larry 
Morris of Darien, Conn. Both are 
working through the New 
England Environmental Intern 
Program headed by Jeff Cook of 
Lincoln, Mass. 

The wealth of interpretive 
material was prepared before 
their arrival. Mrs. Annette B. 
Cottrell, New Hampshire chair- 
man of the New England Wild 
Flower Society, enlisted experts 
to write on every natural phase 
of the park, Contributors came 
from faculties of the University 
of New Hampshire, Dartmouth, 
Harvard, University of 
Bordeaux, France, Woods Hole 
Marine Biological Laboratory, 
Northern Essex Community 
College and Phillips Exeter 
Academy. A local research 
historian wrote the human 
history.

Point interpretive material is 
that it can be purchased a la 
carte.

Must Abide 
By Lease 


Consumer questions should be 
sent to Atty.

Mass. 02133. Those questions 
with broadest interest will be 
answered in the column. 

Q. Last month I moved out of 
my apartment into another one. 
My landlord has refused to return 
my security deposit because I 
kept a dog in violation of our 
lease. However, he knew this all 
along and had never objected 
before. Is this legal? 

A. Tenants may avoid security 
deposit problems by abiding ex- 
actly by the terms of the lease 
agreement. When the lease 
states ‘‘No Pets,’’ owning a cat 
or dog is grounds for the reten- 
tion of the security deposit. Even 
if the landlord has knowingly 
allowed a tenant to keep the pet 
in violation of the lease, he may 
still legally keep the security 
deposit. Verbal or tacit altera- 
tion of the terms of the lease is 
not sufficient. Any changes in the 
lease should be either deleted or 
circled with a notation and sign- 
ed by both parties. 


Q. Last week I went to an 
appliance store. Several of the 
appliances had signs next to 
them which read ‘‘As Is.” Isn’t 
the use of such signs illegal now? 

A. A law which became effec- 
tive in 1971 prohibits merchants 
from modifying or excluding im- 
plied warranties of fitness or 
merchantability. Under this law, 
a seller or manufacturer cannot 
use any language either oral or 
written which attempts to limit 
the consumer’s right to get a 
usable product. This offers 
protection to unwary consumers 
as well as encouraging dealers to 
accept the responsibility for the 
quality of the products.

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Editorial Comment 


Enlightening 


The school department in the next month or so, intends 
to carve out its financial prospectus for the next five year 
period. 

The economic information could turn out to be 
enlightening, and possibly a little frightening. 

But the effort of the town’s major municipal agency, 
finance-wise, toward offering the taxpayers an outline of 
the needs of the coming years, is a wise one. 

Among the considerations to be revealed in the 
prospectus will probably be a building of some sort. 

This can be determined by the increasing alarm being 
expressed concerning cramped quarters at the secondary 
school level. 

There will be no requests for funds, planning or 
otherwise, at the October town meeting. But, one can an- 
ticipate the possibility of such request at the annual town 
meeting next year. 

The effort on the part of the school department to 
determine -its needs over the next five years, should 
-provide impetus for other town departments to join in 
and discuss the town’s forseeable problems and financial 
needs for the same period. 

Such efforts Have been made in the past, and while in- 


itial moves have been commendable, the thoughts and 


plans have gone astray after a short time. 

September seems a good time to set sail anew on 
another five year plan. 

The town as a whole, stands in better shape to look into 
its future, with the prospect of added industrial revenue. 


When the Hewlett-Packard proposal was before the ° 


town, figures were used to illustrate its tax impact on the 
community. 

~ These same figures, we feel, can still be used by local 
officials, school and town, to work out a predictable 
financial schedule, based on need and the ability of the 
community to pay. 

The intial thrust of the school department will be 
watched closely and also to see if others follow suit, 
either in a formal or informal way in providing some in- 
sight into Andover’s economic future. 


Town Meeting 


Prospects for the October town meeting seem to in- 
dicate a rather dull and lacklustre affair on the surface. 
But there are a couple of items which should produce 
enough debate to warrant the attention of the voters at 


, this semi-annual exercise in New England municipal 


self-government. 

Flood plain zoning, of course, is one, and mosquito con- 
trol, the other, which should evoke sufficient interest to 
insure a quorum. 

Current problems in New Hampshire and possibly 
eastern Massachusetts caused by mosquitoes should 
enhance the arguments for continued control of the not 
only pestiferous, but now highly infectious insects. 

The problem, of course, is the outbreak of equine 
encephalitis, which is fatal to horses and humans, and is 
carried by the mosquito. 

The other items in the warrant may seem dull and 
hardly worth the effort, but, frankly, we look upon the 
session as a bit of a breather and worthy of attendance. 

Based on the annual and semi-annual sessions of the 
past few years when controversy was prevalent, a rest 
from the oratory, debate and parliamentary proceedings 
may be somewhat of a relief. 

It gives the feeling of having accomplished our civic

for several years. 


The section involved runs from Washington avenue to 


Wilson’s corner. 


The particular stretch of road has been in need of sub- 
stantial repair for some time. In winter months, while it 
is plowed acceptably, the road becomes even worse, with 


ruts, etc. 


From cursory examination, the roadway would require 
substantial work to properly put it in shape for town 


acceptance. 


This the state would take care of before turning it over 


to Andover. 


If the town can be assured of receiving a roadway 
similar to that of Massachusetts avenue in North An- 
dover, which was turned over to that community under 
similar circumstances, then we find the proposal highly 


recommendable. 


It will be up to the voters at town meeting to examine a 
possible agreement between the state and the town. 

Improvement of the thoroughfare at what could be con- 
sidered a bargain for Andover, would seem most ad- 


visable.

© Creative Intelligence is founded 
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on practice: regular experiential 
contact with the source of energy 
and intelligence, through regular 
practice of Transcendental 
Meditation. 

The Science of Creative 
Intelligence derives from the 
teachings of Maharishi Mahesh 
Yogi in the Western world during 
the last decade. Since the first 
SCI course attended by 350 
students at Stanford University 
was held in 1970, the mounting 
demand from students, parents 
and teachers in Europe and 
America has given rise to the for- 
mulation of the understanuing of 
creative intelligence for various 
age groups and diverse 
audiences. 

The introductory course at 
NSCC will introduce the student 
to the basic concepts of the 
Science of Creative Intelligence.

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Wildflowers At 
Barker Farm 


By Wayne Hanley 

If you have a wildflower guide 
similar to mine, the photograph 
of the fringed polygala appears 
slightly larger than the 
photograph of the water lily 
blossom. 

Which is sort of a shame, since 
the fringed polygala blossom 
grows about as large as a finger- 
nail. 

We were musing on the 
problems that flower guides 
‘must cause the hopeful but inex- 
perienced wildflower identifier 
as we wandered among a few 
thousand fringed polygala 
blossoms recently in Peter- 
borough, N.H. The polygala 
thrive on the farm of Mr. and 
Mrs. Arnold C. Barker in Peter- 
borough. 

Actually, it wasn’t the polygala 
that caused the Barkers to invite 
the New England Wild Flower 
Society to visit the farm. The 
were proudest of a wild stand of 
yellow lady’s-slippers and the 
water arum, or wild calla lilies, 
that grow in their beaver pond. 

The Barker farm, which has 
reverted to woodlands, has a 
remarkable variety of spring 
wildflowers. Painted trillium and 
purple trillium thrive in the 
woods. Bellworts and wild oats 
are common. Star flowers and In- 
dian cucumber-root have begun 
blooming. In the sunny path of a 
power line, the geum known as 
water avens had begun opening 
its purplish heads. 

There were mats of 
twinflowers not yet in bloom and 
mats of trailing arbutus beyond 
bloom. Dwarf ginseng sported 
fluffy white flower heads and the 
foamflowers were showing signs 
of lathering. Bluebead lilies were 
near the point of unfolding 
blossoms. There even were a few 
clumps of fringed polygala which 
were white rather than the nor- 
mal purple. 

In fact, the catalogue of 
wildflowers on the Barker land is 
so extensive that one normally 
would expect to visit several 
woodland tracts to equal it. 
Indeed, there are so many 
species of ferns and other non- 
flowering plants that one could 
wear out a manual trying to 
classify them all. 

Oddly, if one peruses a 
wildflower guide, one will find 
many different names for almost 
all the flowers encountered on 
the walk through the Barker 
woods. The fringed polygala, for 
instance, often is referred to as a 
“bird in flight,” a rather apt 
description incidentally of the 
flower form. But some guides 
term it the ‘‘flowering 
wintergreen.” 


One might excape the confu- 
sion of popular names by lear- 
ning the scientific name applied 
to each species. If one does, 
however, one finds that he or she 
can carry on a conversation 
mainly with one’s self. For most 
persons skilled in finding

wildflowers rarely know the 
plant’s scientific name. 

But perhaps the main reward 
in pursuing wildflowers lies in 
the escape from the pressures of 
our time. Immersed deep in a 
woodland whose humus floor is 
so thick that one feels as though 
he were walking on a mattress, 
the pavement syndrome seems 
far away. 


Telephone ‘May 
Serve As Your 
New Doorman 


Your apartment telephone can 
now be your doorman as well, 
because Western Electric’s 
apartment door answering ser- 
vice offers a new measure of 
security to apartment dwellers.

The resident 
can then place the incoming call 
on ‘‘hold’’ by merely depressing 
the cradle button. After iden- 
tifying the visitor and admitting 
him, he can reconnect the outside 
call by again pushing the button. 
In addition, if the tenant should 
hang up, forgetting a call was in- 
terrupted by a visitor in the lob- 
by, the phone will hold the call, 
and ring as a reminder that 
someone is waiting on the line. 
By eliminating the common 
squawk-box with its jarring 
buzzers and irritating muffled 
voices, the apartment door 
answering service promises 
more peace and quiet within the 
apartment. More importantly, by 
providing an efficient and easy 
method of screening visitors, it 
offers more peace of mind to the 
people who live in the apartment.

5. The building and site development plans shall be prepared by an 
engineer well qualified in floodproofing techniques and flood plain 
area development.

more of lime to one thousand 
Square feet of lawn, each two or 
three years. 

Fertilizer is necessary for your 
grass to grow, just as humans 
need food. Most Massachusetts 
lawns require four to six pounds 
of nitrogen fertilizer per one 
thousand square feet each year. 

Xs A lawn fertilizer weighing fifty 
pounds with ten per cent nitrogen 
will supply five pounds of 
nitrogen each year when two 
applications of twenty-five 
pounds to one thousand square 
feet are used. 

Fertilizers should be applied to 
dry grass. Then, water the lawn 
well so the fertilizer will reach 
the soil and not burn the grass. 
Also, after periods of excessive 
rainfall, additional fertilizer may 
be needed. 

To keep your grass green and 
growing well throughout the 
summer you must water your 
lawn regularly, if nature doesn’t. 
Allow your lawn approximately 
one inch of water weekly. Don’t 
lightly water your lawn as that 
draws roots to the ground surface 
where they can be harmed by the 
hot summer sun. 

Another important lawn habit 
suggested by the Massachusetts 
Nurserymen’s Association is to 
leave at least one and one half in- 
ches of grass foliage after every 
mowing. Taller foliage will 
produce more plant food and will 
help to smother summer weeds. 
Close-cropped lawns are usually 
the first to brown in hot weather, 
and weeds will be more vigorous 
as the lawn is weakened by close 
cutting 
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Painting Improvements | 
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N on the shores of Haggetts Pond is the new Andover water treatment 
plant. The plant which will treat water from the Merrimack for storage in the Haggetts pond

Abnormal warts, swellings, 
and knots are now conspicuous on 
the leaves, twigs and shrubs. Ac- 
cording to Dr. Richard J. 
Gouger, Entomologist, these are 
probably plant galls. 

Most of the common galls are 
due to abnormal cell growth of 
the host plant stimulated by in- 
sects and mites, but some galls 
are caused by bacteria, fungi and 
nematodes. On oak trees par- 
ticularly, growth of galls of many 
shapes is stimulated by a large 
number of species of small 
wasps. The numerous green, red- 
dish or black galls seen on the up- 
persides of maple leaves are 
stimulated by microscopic mites 
that overwinter under the bud 
scales of the trees. As soon as 
growth starts, the mites move to 
the leaves and stimulate gall 
growth. They feed, lay eggs and 
live inside these galls. 


The injury caused by galls is 
difficult to record or estimate. 
The damage is localized and, 
with a few exceptions, is not con- 
sidered serious enough to justify 
spraying. Occasionally, however, 
galls develop in such numbers 
that the leaves become distorted

School 
Milk To 
Cost 9¢ 


Due to the federal government 
no longer providing reimburse- 
ment for the school milk 
program, the price of all a la 
carte milk sold in the morning, 
afternoon and at lunch time in 
the Andover schools will be nine 
cents this year. 

Anthony Mangifesti, director 
of foods for the Andover public 
schools made the announcement 
this week. 

Mangifesti noted that the in- 
crease was necessitated by the 
federal government no longer 
providing reimbursement as they 
have in the past. The federal 
reimbursement means about 
$15,000 to the school lunch 
program, an item the town can 
not absorb within the school 
budget or school lunch program.

Recreation/Community School 
Department provided heavy 
programing in the areas of 
Jr./Sr. High activities, family 
movies, band concerts and the 
Pomp’s Pond swimming instruc- 
tion, this summer, the largest 
part of your recreation dollar 
was spent on playgrounds and 
Interest/Enrichment activities 
for elementary age youngsters. 

Because of this, in reporting to 
you on the summer’s activities I 
would like to address myself to 
these efforts first. 

This year we limited our 
playground program to four 
sites, West Elementary (run in 
conjunction with the School 
Department’s academic 
program); East Jr. High (the old 
Central Playground); Ballard- 
vale (for the first time utilizing 
the Community Center) and our 
new site, Sanborn School. These 
four sites were supported by an 
inter-playground bus service. 

Attendance was higher this 
year on the playgrounds than in 
the previous three years. Our 
attendance slumped the fifth 
week of programming but rallied 
during the sixth and seventh 
week. This was due, I think, to 
field trips to Canobie Lake and 
the Boston Aquarium and the 
play-offs of the inter-playground 


sports tournaments. The number @ 


of children attending the 
Interest/Enrichment courses 
remained healthy even during 
the murderous heat wave we had. 
An exception to that was at West 
School where the end of the 
academic courses at four weeks 
cut attendance at the 
Interest/Enrichment courses 1/3 
to 1/2. I think that is to be ex- 
pected however. Children who 
were required to take an 
academic course at 9 a.m. and 
another at 11 a.m. used our

a filler. In that way we were sup- 
portive to the School 
Department’s program. ” 

After a rather confusing start, 
(our fault for not making 
schedules clearer) our bus ser- 
vice saw heavy usage during the 
first four weeks. During the se- 
cond four weeks usage dropped 


* significantly. Upon investigation, 
‘we discovered that the majority 


of younsters were either walking 
or being car pooled to their 
playground site. At a season’s 
cost of $4,376, I believe this 
means we must give serious 
thought to streamlining or cur- 
tailing this service. I would never 
like to deny access to Pomp’s 
Pond Swimming Instruction or 
playground activity to any An- 
dover youngster but I must con- 
sider alternatives. I would be in- 
terested in hearing from any 
family that depends on the ser- 
vice. 

At this point I would like to say 
a few words about our school’s 
custodians. For some this was 
the first time their schools were 
open during the summer for 
regular programming. Cleaning

schedules had to be co-ordinated 
around our program. There were 
hassles and difficulties. 


‘Throughout the summer the lines 


of communication remained 
open. I cannot thank them enough 
for their patience, their efforts to 
understand our difficulties and 
the many ways they assisted our 
program. 

Without qualification I was 
pleased with our summer staff, 
both Interest/Enrichment 
teachers and the college students 
who manned our playgrounds. I 
think our most successful inova- 
tion in staff this summer was our 
Counselor-In-Training program. 
Each of our C.I.T.s, the average 
age 15, was hired at $1.75 an hour 
for an unspecified number of 
hours. We used them as we need- 
ed them. This enabled us to meet 
the flucuations of attendance at a 
reasonable cost without finding 
ourselves overstaffed with a high 
weekly payroll or understaffed 
and unable to provide adequate 


‘supervision and attention for 


each youngster attending our 
program. A collateral benefit 
was the training of boys and girls 
too young to quality as perma- 
nent staff as future playground 
employees. Eight C.1.T.s worked 
607 program hours for a total cost 
for 8 weeks of $1,062.25. 

As you can appreciate our 
summer evaluation is going to be 
quite lenghty. I plan to deal with 
other aspects in future weeks.We 
are preparing a complete finan- 
cial breakdown for the town 
manager and the selectmen.A 
copy of this very detailed report 
will be available in the Recrea- 
tion office in Stowe Administra- 
tion Building after September for 
any resident of Andover who is 
interested in studying it.

enthusiastically by the 
selectmen, said he felt it was 
more economical to dispose of 
solid waste on a regional basis, 
due to a large reduction in cost 
when solid waste is disposed of in 
large volume and recycling 
becomes profitable. 

McQuade suggests that the bill 
before the legislature be amend- 
ed to offer municipalities the op- 
portunity to administer its 
respective districts by es- 
tablishing a regional board, thus 
providing local control of the 
program. 

McQuade also notes that the 
assessment cost based on proper- 
ty valuation is not a fair method. 
These costs, he states, should be 
apportioned to the municipalities 
and industries based on their 
proportionate share. An industry 
with a high valuation, but a 
minimal volume of solid waste, 
should not be assessed in the 
Same manner as an industry with 
low valuation and high volume, 
the director feels. 

The same rule should apply to 
residential property. 

The selectmen concur with the 
director’s thoughts and express- 
ed concern over any state 
takeover of the problem.

ly the word possession of such 
beverages should be a part of the 
bylaw. He said the rules now 
makes it necessary for the police 
to actually catch people in the act 
of drinking. 

Chairman Collins agreed and 
said that he hoped that the board 
would possibly consider a 
general bylaw for presentation at 
the annual town meeting cover- 
ing the subject of drinking on 
public ways. 

Selectman Milton Greenberg 
emphasized that he was opposed 
to drinking on public commons, 
but felt a more liberal regulation 
should be tried for a period of 
time and then if necessary, made 
more stringent at a later date. 

Town Counsel Daniels pointed 
out that as far as the possession 
aspect is concerned, persons with 
items contained in a bag, could 


present problems to police who 
might have to obtain search and 
seizure warrants to examine the 
contents. 

Selectman Alan F. French, 
noting that it was abuse of 
alcoholic beverages which seem- 
ed to be the problem, said he was 
sorry there was no way to 
provide less stringent rules to 
combat the abuse. He favored a 
more liberal regulation on a trial 
basis, as did Selectman Edmund 
Sullivan. 

When the vote was taken, the 
consumption was the only provi- 
sion in the new bylaw, with both 
Collins and Heseltine opposed, 
based on the feeling the enforce- 
ment provision should be 
stronger.

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Modern Decorative Art On Exhibit 


The Parsons table, the 
bentwood rocker, and other 
classic pieces of furniture com- 
pose the Boston Museum of Fine 
Arts’ first exhibition of modern 
decorative art. On view from 
Aug. 23 through Oct. 2, the ex- 
hibition illustrates several major 
trends in design from 1880 to the 
present, including Art Nouveau, 
the Bauhaus, and the English 
Arts and Crafts movement. This 
exhibition is sponsored by 
Bloomingdale's. 

Entitled Classics in Modern 
Decorative Art 1880-1970, the ex- 
hibition is composed of replicas 
of ojriginal works by such out- 
standing designers as Mies van 
der Rohe, Marcel Breuer and 
Charles Eames. There are 
lamps, chairs, sofas, tables, 
ceramics and other everyday 
objects that are some of the 
strongest artistic expressions of 
our time. 

Although many designs, such 
as Thonet’s 1851 bentwood 
rocker, were created in the 19th

century, these contemporary 
editions are as popular today as 
when they first appeared. 

The origin of the modern style 
can be traced to the English Arts 
and Crafts movement of the mid- 
19th century, led by William 
Morris. In reaction to machine- 
made adaptations of 18th century 
forms, Morris emphasized the 
importance of craftsmanship and 
of intelligent use of materials. 
He applied these principles for 
everything from wallpaper to 
furniture and book design. A 
butcher-block table, a Parsons 
table and other pieces of exhibi- 
tion were not designed by artists 
in the Arts and Crafts movement 
of the 1860’s, but they are in- 
spired by them and manifest 
their continuing influence. : 

The Cesca Chair, after an 
original by Marcel Breuer, and 
the Barcelona Chair, originally 
designed by Mies van der Rohe, 
are among the works by 
designers from the Bauhaus, the 
center for design and architec- 
ture founded in the beginning of 
the 20th century by Walter 
Gropius in Germany. Bauhaus 
designers strived to integrate the 
fine arts with technology, and 
their influence on architecture, 
industrial design and the 
decorative arts is immeasurable. 
They rejected tradition by stress- 
ing that design should reveal 
more honestly the structure and 
function of an object or building.

In Autumn! 


Massachusetts Audubon 
Society’s Ipswich River Wildlife 
Sanctuary is offering a full 
program of natural history 
courses for adults and children 
this fall beginning the week of 
Sept. 17. 

Fours and Fives, an eight week 
series for pre-schoolers and their 
mothers will explore nature in 
the fall. These classes are 
limited to eight children to en- 
sure an individual approach, and 
five different sessions are 
scheduled, both morning and 
afternoon. 

For children in the first and se- 
cond grades, BP Pathfinders will 
meet on Thursdays after school 
for eight weeks. Outdoor adven- 
tures are featured for this age 
group with a different theme 
each week as late summer fades 
into fall and early winter. 

Children aged eight through 
eleven may join the Irncaws 
Pathfinders on Monday after- 
noons where they will find out 
how the Indians lived with their 
environment and learn some of 
the many ways nature offers to 
provide for our simple needs. 

A special interest course for 
ten to twelve year olds, Agawam 
Pathfinders will study basic 
photography experimenting with 
light and shadow and natural 
patterns and objects found in the 
woods, the field, and on the 
beach. This group will meet on 
Wednesdays and participants are 
asked to bring their own cameras 
and film. 

For boys and girls in junior 
high school, an eight week Satur- 
day morning program, Junior 
Naturalists, Instar IA, is the first 
of a series of four courses for 
teenages who enjoy the outdoors.

A polite introduction to the 
lowly barnacle is the best way I 
know of to start teaching 
children to appreciate the 
wonders of the sea. I live near 
the ocean, and when smallinland 
visitors come, they never fail to 
be fascinated by the barnacle. 


It’s easy to find a bamacle, 
even for people from the Great 
Plains. If you go walking 
barefoot on any rocky shore at 
low tide, or when the tide is 
halfway out, you will soon cut 
your feet upon a mass of sharp 
white and grayish objects just 
above the line of seaweed, 

If you will examine closely the 


objects on which you just cut 


your feet, you will discover vast 
mountain’ ranges of tiny 
volcanoes. When the tide is out, 
most of the volcanoes are tightly 
closed. But some are wide open 
at the top, and empty. . .the 
Shells of dead barnacles. 

The closed ones contain a little 
living creature, who after 
floating about in the ocean for 
three months as a larva finds 
himself an inviting rock or pier 
or even a mussel shell and 
cements himself to it, head 
down, secreting a sharp, hard 
protective little hill around 
himself for safety. 

Some species of barnacles ce- 
ment themselves to whales ex- 
clusively, and some will accept 
no home except a sea turtle or a 
shark. However, having never 
examined a barnacle upon a 
shark, I can’t say much about 
them. 

The barnacle that lives upon 
rocks closes himself tightly when

the tide is out, so he will not get 
too dry. When the tide comes in, 
however, it’s time for dinner. 
The barnacle swings open his 
small top door, sticks out his six 
feathery little feet, and starts 
kicking the food into his mouth. 
The tide has brought in a 
delicious meal of plankton. 
Small animals, and plants, so 
tiny one can’t see them without a 
microscope, but not too small to 
be filtered out by a hungry bar- 
nacle.

get down to a spot where the sea 
water covers the barnacles. On 
your hands and knees, you must 
lean down and look closely and 
carefully at the ‘submerged 
volcanoes until you focus in upon 
a happy barnacle enthusiastical- 
ly waving his feet. Soon you will 
gradually see dozens and hun- 
dreds of little feet moving 
‘gracefully in the ocean. 

Then, as you look into the 
water you will see black mussels. 
. .tiny periwinkles. . .perhaps a 
little sea urchin or a starfish. . 
-maybe the tiny flower of a sea 
anemone. . .for once you have ac- 
customed your large eyes to look- 
ing at the tiny dimensions of a 
barnacle at the dinner table, all 
the rest of this small world will 
come alive for you and your 
children. 


Stations To

Particularly, at this time of year, is the need for an 
awareness of the times on the part of everyone. 

Youngsters will be walking to and from classes, in a 
usual nonchalance which easily leads to accidents, should 
motorists be in the same frame of mind. 

It is imperative, therefore, that motorists and school 
children alike be aware of safety laws and be mindful of 
them from opening day through to the end of the school 
year. 

Towns have annually installed and improved 
sidewalks, but despite warnings and advisories concer- 
ning their use, youngsters often avoid their use, resorting 
more to the challenge of the roadway, a most dangerous 
practice. 

Bicyclists should be aware of laws of the road for their 
own and other’s safety. 

Where safety patrols are available they should be used 
and their leaders followed and respected. 

School buses will be making their rounds throughout 
the day from early morning to late in the afternoon. 
These yellow vehicles are protected by stringent laws 
which must be obeyed by operators and other motorists. 

Frankly, everyone should be aware of the possibility of 
dangers along the highways as another school year 
opens. 

The laws are easy to follow, with common sense a 
paramount requisite at all times, adults taking into con- 
sideration the oft-times forgetfulness of youth.

Policy 


Policy is something the board of selectmen has con- 
cerned itself with extensively in recent years. 

At times there have been efforts to strengthen their 
position as the town’s chief policy makers, aprivilege ex- 
tended them under the town manager charter. 

Yet, when a policy has been established, and it comes 
time to follow same, the board seems to come to an 
adrupt halt. 

Such was the case Monday night, when a planning 
board item to be inserted in the October town meeting 
warrant occupied more time than it should have as the 
board discussed the merits of a planning aide. 

The planners wish to have the October session act on 
providing payment for a full time planning aide for the 
department. They asked the selectmen to insert the arti- 
cle in the warrant. 

Monday night, in a rerun of a previous informal 
meeting, the board hesitated and decided to await the 
town manager’s return for additional information before 
putting the item on the October agenda. 

When the October town meeting became a requirement 
several years ago, the selectmen at the time, if memory 


serves correctly, adopted a policy of inserting all items : 


requested by town boards. 


The action was taken in view of the fact that at town 


meetings, special or regular, anyone, town boards or the 
general public, can get on the agenda, simply by ob- 


taining sufficient signatures. 


The selectmen decided that rather than have town 
boards and committees going out to get signatures, the 
item could automatically be placed in the warrant by 


them. 


By such action, the board decided at the time, they 
were not automatically lending support to the item, but 
rather accommodating the municipal family. 

Rather than the lengthy discussion Monday night, the 
board should have relied on the policy established in the 
past and inserted the item, and debated the merits of the 


request later. 


Here, was a clear case of relieving the burden on the 
table to which many items before the board are referred, 


based on a policy already established.

“T’m not a politician.” 

The phrase is heard often from 
people interested in running for 
office but unwilling to be tabbed 
chronic campaigners. 

And the most recent to use it is 
Edward F. Harrington, the 39- 
year-old ex-head of the New 
England area ‘‘strike force’’ 
against crime. 

He’s seeking the Democratic 
nomination for state Attorney- 
General next year with this 
justification: 

“Tm not looking to run, but 
there’s a slot open. There are no 
heavy-weights running, and I 
have a better chance than most.” 

The incumbent, Robert Quinn, 
is running hard for his party’s 
nomination for Governor, along 
with former Brookline State Rep. 
Michael Dukakis. 

With Sixth District 
Congressman Michael J. 
Harrington likely to remain 
where he is, Edward 
Harrington’s only current party 
rival for Mr. Quinn’s seat is 
George Sacco, a Medford State 
Representative with a hard-line 
philosophy on prison reform. 

Mr. Harrington, a Fall River 
native and Needham resident 
now practicing law in Boston, 
characterizes his own stance on 
that issue as “‘in the middle.”’ 

“I consider myself an ac- 
tivist,” he says, “‘and I’d bring in 
a background as an officer of the 
court initiating actions.” 

He spent 12 tough and varied 
years as a public attorney: first 
in the U.S. Department of Justice 
criminal division, then as a 
member of U.S. Attorney 
General Robert Kennedy’s 
organized crime, labor rackets 
and civil rights teams.

the Justice Department’s 
organized crime ‘‘strike force’ 
in the New England area, work- 
ing to ‘‘develop’’ such prosecu- 
tion witnesses as Joseph Baron, 
John J. Kelley and Vincent C.

“Crime and consumer protec- 
tion seem to be the issues of most 
public concern,’’ he’s found, 
stressing that what he calls the 
present Attorney-General’s 
pattern of ‘‘compromise’’ in 
settling litigation wouldn’t be his 
own, 

Cautious about criticism 

He’s cautious about directly 
criticizing the man whose party 
affiliation he shares, whose tacit 
support for the nomination he’d 
appreciate and whose spot he 
wants. 

But he does feel different men 
bring different emphasis to the 
job of the state’s top law enforce- 
ment official. 

“Quinn has a background in the 
Legislature,’ Mr. Harrington 
recalls. ‘‘His consumer protec- 
tion approach, for example, is 
based on compromise and con- 
ciliation. Mine would be harder, 
from a strict law enforcement 
approach.”’ 

He pledges to use his office to 
initiate civil and criminal in- 
vestigations, and to not just react 
to please for prosecution. He 
feels there are laws enough 
against political corruption, if 
they’re properly enforced. 

His potential rival, Rep. Sacco, 
is against many prison reform 
measures. Mr. Harrington says 
“Tm for rehabilitation but that is 
only achievéd in an orderly en- 
viornment. Reformers’ goals are 
fine, but inmates can’t dictate 
policy. 

Mr. Harrington hasn’t publicly 
announced his candidacy but is 
acting as a candidate, spending 
most of his time trying to build 
up contacts throughout the state. 

“I’m stressing my on-line ex- 
perience as a public lawyer and 
administrator,’ he says. ‘‘The 
Attorney-General’s office can 
use an activist approach.”

water. 

Flood Plain. The areas adjoining a river, stream, watercourse, lake 
or other body of standing water that have been or may be covered by 
floodwater. 

Intermediate Regional Flood, (I.R.F.); a flood having an average 
frequency of occurrence in the order of once in 100 years or a 1% 
probability of occurrence in any given year. 

AMEND Section III. (Establishment of Districts) by adding the 
following new Paragraph E. (Flood Plain Area Delineation):

In granting a special permit the Board of Appeals shall be satisfied 
that the following conditions are met: ; 

1. New construction or substantial improvements of residential 
structures within the flood plain area must have the lowest floor 
(including basement) elevated to or above I.R.F. level. 

2. New construction or substantial improvements of non-residential 
structures within the flood plain area must have the lowest floor 
(including basement) elevated to or above I.R.F. level or, together 
with attendant utility and sanitary facilities, be floodproofed up to the 
I.R.F. level. 

3. The proposed structure or use or site development plan shall not 
be contrary to the purposes of flood plain area management as set 
forth in Section I.a. (above) or the permitted uses in the zoning dis- 
trict in which the flood plain is located. 

4. The Board of Appeals shall ascertain that the request has been 
referred to the Conservation Commission, the Board of Health and, 
where industrial lands are involved, the Industrial Commission, and 
reported upon within 15 days after the public hearing. 

5. The building and site development plans shall be prepared by an 
engineer well qualified in floodproofing techniques and flood plain 
area development. Plans for a proposed major site development 
should include existing and proposed buildings, original and final 
grade elevations, showing contours at 1’ elevations with the I.R.F. 
line plotted on these contours, and the methods of drainage. Minor 
developments must plot the I.R.F. line on the property under con- 
sideration. 

These plans shall show in detail the security of driveway or 
walkway emergency access to the building during flooding. 

6. All structures and site development shall be in compliance with 
Federal and State regulations including ‘‘Criteria for Land Manage- 
ment and Use’, (as amended from time to time) and set forth in the 
National Flood Insurance Program. 

AMEND Section VII., (Nonconformance) by adding under ‘‘A’’ a 
new Paragraph #3. as follows: 

3. In flood plain areas, buildings or structures in existence at the 
time of the adoption of this bylaw may undergo alteration involving 
normal maintenance, repairs, reconstruction, extension or structural 
changes; provided that in no case may such buildings or structures be 
enlarged or extended more than a sum total of ten (10) percent in 
volume or floor area without a special permit from the Board of 
Appeals under Section VI.H. and 

AMEND Section VII. (Nonconformance) by numbering the existing 
paragraph under ‘“‘B” as #1 and adding a new Paragraph #2 as 
follows: 

2. In flood plain areas, if buildings or structures in existence at the 
time of the adoption of this bylaw shall have been damaged by fire, 
explosion or other catastrophe to the extent of 80% of its assessed 
value, such buildings or structures shall not be restored unless the 
Board of Appeals, acting under Section VI.H. grants a special permit. 
If damaged to a lesser degree, the building may be restored or rebuilt 
provided that the location is not changed so as to increase the flood 
hazard, and the area and volume of the building is not increased. An 
opinion from the Town Assessor shall be requested in determining the 
extent of damage.

Hewlett-Packard Company, 
which plans to construct a multi- 
million building in Andover, 
reports a 31 per cent increase in 
sales and a 14 per cent increase 
in earnings for the third quarter 
of the company’s fiscal year. 

Sales for the third quarter end- 
ed July 31 totaled $164,079,000, 
compared with $124,977,000 for 
the corresponding quarter of 
fiscal 1972. Net earnings 
amounted to $10,550,000, equal to 
39 cents per share on 26,748,225 
shares of common stock outstan- 
ding. This compares with ear- 
nings of $9,256,000, equal to 35 
cents per share on 26,386,398 
shares, during last year’s third 
quarter. 

David Packard, board chair- 
man, said the company’s in- 
coming orders for the quarter 
amounted to $198,690,000, a gain 
of 45 per cent over orders of 
$137,349,000 booked in the cor- 
responding period of 1972. For 
the nine-month period ended July 
31, orders totaled $530,158,000, up 
41 per cent from a year ago. 

“International markets have 
been particularly strong,” he 
said, ‘‘with orders from foreign 
customers amounting to $222,- 
096,000 for the nine-month period.

The 
Registrar suggests allowing ad- 
ditional time to reach 
destinations in order to avoid 
temper flareups and ensure 
arrival time. 

“Last year our plea went un- 
answered,’’ Lucey said. ‘‘The 
number of persons who died over 
the holiday rose from 8 in 1971 to 
17 in 1972. This year we have a 
new chance to save lives. Please, 
let’s make it zero in 1973,”

amounted to $454,667 ,000, a 34 per 
cent increase over the correspon- 
‘ding period of 1972. Net earnings 
rose 38 per cent to $33,804,000, 
equal to $1.26 a share. This com- 
pares with earnings of $24,458,- 
000, equal to 93 cents a share, 
during the first nine months of 
last year. 

Packard said that third quarter 
earnings include a gain of about 
two cents a share realized by vir- 
tue of translating certain assets 
and liabilities held outside the 
United States into dollars at 
current exchange rates. He also 
noted that allhough HP is 
generating subslantial earnings 
overseas which qualify for very 
low income tajation in those 
countries, the Company provided 
for approximately one million 
dollars of income taxes on those 
earnings in the third quarter due 
to the uncertainty as to the out- 
come of tax proposals currently 
before the Congress. 

Packard also noted shipments 
during the third quarter were 
substantially below the incoming 
order rate. 

“This increasein backlog,’’ he 
said, ‘“‘resulted from production 
difficulties due primarily to 
parts shortages in critical areas. 
These shortages may continue 
into the fourth quarter, but we 
expect that we will be able to br- 
ing shipments more in line with 
orders by the end of the fiscal 
year.”’
